When he said, las^^ 28 that 
in three months wetwould have a re- 
port to senate to recommend re- 
structuring university government, 
we believed hirh. No doubt his in- 
tentions weréjhonourable. No doubt 
he really wanted the Committee to 
Review University Government to 
report by the end of January in 
response to student proposals for 
changing McGill from a feudal oli- 
garchy (run by capitalists) and their 
bureaucratic frontmen (called the 
admmistration) into something re- 
♦sembling a democracy. 

It IS now February 10 and the 
report isn't hére. When the snow 
has melted and the school year is 
over, it still won't be here. For 
those who after three years of stu- 
dent briefs, student requests. and_ 
stud^|demands?istill iasktwh 
wrong with the present structures, 
we point to two facts. Right now stu- 
dents have all of.8 seats out of 62 
on the Senate. Worse, of course,

University Political Science De- 
partment will follow a "Cana- 
dians First" policy vrtien liiring 
teadiing, staff for the next term, 
dçinitinent chairman Harold 
iKaplan?^ American, announced 
here last Wednesday. 

AU candicates, Professor Ka- 
plan said, are divided into two 
files-Canadians and non-Cana- 
dians. 

"We proceed first with the 
Canadian file and make an effort 
to hire there," he said. "We go 
to the non-Canadian .file only if 
we can find no. one suitable hi 
theCanadian file." 

Of York's current 238 faculty 
members, 487o ' are Canadian 
'28% are American and 24% are 
fro m other countries. 

The proportion hi the Political 
Science Department^ns one-third 
Canadians to two-thirds non-Can- 
adians; Kaplan said. 

Arts and Science Dean John 
Saywcll said political science 
is the only York department to 
have adopted the "two-file syst- 
em," but tliat other departments 
have always followed the practice 
of lookiiig first for qualified 
Canadians.

A'McGill', profesor of English 
has protested the lack of Uni- 
versity action following the open- 
hig^ght disruption of the Red 
and White Revue by the Théâtre 
Radical de Quâ)ec. :. 

At the same, time, assistant 
professor Frank Faragoh has 
suggested that department-mate 
Hugh Nelson, who participated 
in the disruption, be relieved of 
his teaching duties. 

Terming Professor Nelson 
"thb year's Stanley Gray," Pro- 
fessor Faragoh said, "A mem- 
ber of the faculty participating 
in disruption need not remain 
as a member of McGiU. Whether 
the disruption is planned or un- 
planned is no excuse." I 

On stage, durhig the disrup- 
tion, Professor. Nelson claimed 
that the Revue]S|ddU|^l modem 
sodety - and^^lnorSf^ras''" funny, 
only to middle-class students 
whose present social position as 
the ruling class allows them to 
remove themselves from the 
problems of the majority of 
people in the world." 

He also charged that the cast 
of the revue was trying to expend 
the consciousness of the audien- 
ce by utilizing racial slurs and 



obscenity. 

Professor Faragoh stated that 
he has complabied about Pro- 
fessor Nelson's ^ participation 
hi the|Tta^ayijdght happenhig 
..to AîSVangYsdence'^Dean E.J. 
Stansbury. Although Professor 
Faragoh has not seen the Re- 
vue, Dean Stansbury was pre- 
sent on the disruption night. 

"I think that Professor Nelson 
is sadly hi need of a medical 
once^iver," he charged, "and 
I also feel that his being Chair- 
man, or even a minor member, 
of such a body as the English 
Department Committee on 
Drama seriously jeopanUzes the 
hiterestsofMcGill." 

He 9lso said that the dis- 
ruption made final his decision 
not to produce any more plays 
for the McGill English Depart- 
ment folio whig the upcoming pro- 
ducUon of "Waiting for Godot." 

"If this man Nelson thhiks 
he can disrupt Godot, it will be 
the last,\^w he ever disrupts," 
said Professor Faragoh.
